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Opening Up the North 


HE first thing to appreciate about 

criticism in the Legislature of the 
Wenner-Gren agreement is that it comes 
from the opposition benches That means 
it is bound to be “agin" the government. 
An opposition’s job is to pick as many 
holes as possible in any government 
measure, and except perhaps in a proposal 
to raise MLA salaries including its own, 
the reaction is automatically hostile. Some 
of the critich may be good as well as 
bad, but inevitably it is based on bias and 
much of it must therefore be discounted 


There is small logic in some of the 
points raised. The very critics who now 
urge the government to conduct its own 
survey of the unexplored northland would 
be the first to condemn the government 
did it propose to spend $5,000,000, as the 
Wenner-Gren company does, on investi- 
gating the territory concern d, This would 
be termed a gamble. Governments can- 
not afford to gamble, which is why Canada 
as a whole is in the throes of w ide develop- 
ment through the willingness of private 
companies to risk capital m The 
Wenner-Gren project is no different in this 
respect from all others

present prosperity, This situation may 
have its unpalatable aspect but it is a fé 
which cannot be shrugged away. - The 
Rocky Mountain trench area has been 
lying waiting for development for decades; 
Canadian companies had all the chance 
in the world to get in-on the ground floor 
That they did not chdose to do so is not 
the government's or the Wenner-Gren 
company's fault. The north cannot lie 
fallow merely because someone else is not 
interested 


As for the dubious neutrality of 
Wenner-Gren during the war, if wartime 
behavior is to be invoked it cannot stop 
at the Swedish industrialist. On this basis 
of thinking no Japanese goods should be 
allowed into B.C., no Hungarian refugees 
be permitted entry, or any trade conducted 
with West Germany These countries 
were not simply neutral, they were active 
enemy states which killed Canadian troops 
A corollary along this line of argument 


would be to invite Russian industrialists 
to open up the Canadian northland, since 
the Soviet state fought on the same side 
as Canada. Would the opposition critics 
prefer an arrangement of that kind? 


The Wenner-Gren company proposes 
to build a monorail to open up the 
territory concerned, to build a pulp mill, 
probably to engage in mining and hydro- 
electric operations if its surveys prove 
worthwhile. It is being given preliminary 
concessions to explore the ground, and 
obviously it will be In a preferred position 
when it comes to the actual development. 
This is natural and normal to al! such 
undertakings. No company would be pre- 
pared to spend $5,000,000 in exploration 
without some guarantee of priority there- 
after, nor could it be expected to. The 
advantage is not one-sided, however It 
is of immense value to B.C. that the north 
country should be opened up and its 
products added to the enrichment of the 
province; the vista in this wegard Is in 
fact of tremendous importance to the well- 
being of B.C. citizens as a whole 


Two years hence will tell the tale, when 
the company ends its explorations and is 
ready to get down to concrete business 
It is inconceivable that the government 
would then “give away” the resources 
involved. Why should it, or why should 
it have to? It will be in a.position to set 
its terms for the exploitation and develop- 
ment of the territory. The Wenner-Gren 
company will also have to conform to the 
existing statutes governing water, mineral 
and forestry rights, and in the latter case 
subject to any new policies in force then 
as a result of the Sloan forestry report. 
Whether one supports the present govern- 
ment or not it can scarcely be prejudged, 
not fairly at any rate, as ready to fail in 
its protection of the public interest. 


The alternative to this initial phase of 
the Wenner-Gren operations would seem 
to be to call the whole thing off. If the 
opposition really believes all of its own 
criticism it is its duty to move a motion 
that the agreement be not proceeded with 
Is the opposition prepared thus to go on 
record as attempting to block the expan- 
sion of the province that would follow the 
opening up of virgin territory that is 
valueless until it is developed?

i these days when it is often difficult 
for agreement to be reat hed in matters

Jamaica is the largest of the 10 
federating islands or groups of islands, 
and has about half the total population. 
It would have been quite understandable, 
therefore, if at the conference of BWI 
delegates Jamaica had pressed demands 
for the capital. With a singular display 
of cordiality, however, Jamaica allowed 
the choice to fall elsewhere rather than 
appear to enter the partnership as Big 
Brother taking over control 

New federations do not as a rule come 
into being with such amity Canberra, 
the capital of Australia, had to be built 
from nothing because of rivalry among 
the states. The BWI Federation is not 
expected to be ready for full dominion 
status within the Commonwealth for some 
years, but the time may come sooner than 
was originally expected. The outlook is 
bright for a partnership which can begin 
in such a spirit of independence as a group 
but cohesion among its parts.
